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THE PHYSICAL SCIENCE COLLEGE IN THE NORTH. 
An amount of success that neither ourselves nor any other of its}, 
best friends could have ventured to anticipate has hitherto attended 


the project for establishing a College of Physical Science ia New- 
castle-upon-Tyne, As we learn, the response to the appeal for 30,0002. 
has met already with pecuniary support to the extent of 21,4601, to- 
gether with three yearly subscriptions, each of 100/.; and it is the 
belief of the committee who are moving in the matter that in a few 
months between 30,000/. and 40,0007. will have been raised. This 
encouragement has led to the securing of a professor of mathematics, 
of geology, of chemistry, and of experimental physics; and seeing 
the great importance of at once commencing the duties of the esta- 
blishment, it has been proposed that while steps are being taken to 
draw up the necessary documents, and to proceed with the election 
of the council in the terms of the constitution, the government of 
the College shall remain in the hands of the Executive Committee, 
who shall act for the Council for the period of one year. At the in- 
vitation of the North of England Institute of Mining and Mechanical 
Engineers, the Literary and Philosophical Society, the Medical Col- 
lege, and the Natural History Society—occupying a group of build- 
ings in a good situation, already dedicated to scientific purposes—a 
suitable suite of rooms for the lectures, private rooms for the pro- 
fessors, and laboratories, have been secured, which will be sufficient 
for the accommodation of the College for some years, when it is 
hoped the success of the institution will be so secured that a sum of 
money sufficient to build separate and suitable accommodation will 
be easily procured. It is proposed that the College shall be opened 
early in October, and that a prospectus of the lectures of the profes- 
sors shall be published immediately. The committee have been ex- 
ceedingly fortunate in the gentlemen who have come forward to fill 
the four chairs to which we have drawn attention, They are Mr. W. 
8. ALDIS (Trinity College, Cambridge), for Mathematics ; Dr. DAVID 
PAGE (hon. LL.D. of the University of St. Andrews, and F.R.S.), for 
Geology ; Mr. A, FREIRE-MARRECO, M.A. (who has been twelve years 
reader in chemistry to the University of Durham), for Chemistry ; 
and Mr, A. HERSCHEL (Trinity College, Cambridge), Lecturer in Phy- 
sics in Anderson’s University, Glasgow, for Experimental Physics. 
These names will at once establish confidence in the minds of all who 
desire to secure the advantages of the College. 

Foremost of the men from whose families and offices the profes - 
sors will obtain attentive students will be the members of the North 
of England Institute of Mining and Mechanical Engineers, who have 
so readily contributed to the starting of the real work of the College, 
before the buildings embraced in the whole plan have yet been put 
up. Indeed, whilst the very liberal offer by the University of Dur- 
ham was that which led to the commencement of the movement at 
this precise juncture, we are inclined to regard the College more as a 
natural outcome of such an institute as that of the North of England 
Mining Engineers. The College must lead to a fuller development of 
the work which the Institute have set themselves, even as a less con- 
spicuous institute opened at Thornton upon the same day as there 
was held the meeting in Newcastle at which the present state of the 
College movement was made known, has arisen out of a sense by the 
early members of the Thornton Mechanics’ Institute of what they 
needed in the way of higher attainments, Hence at Thornton 653 
persons, of whom 450 were working men, united to raise 1400/, to 
builda new mechanical institute. Of that sum 1000/. has been sub- 
scribed, and on the day named the building was partially opened. 
We concur with Mr. MIALL, M.P., who formally opened the new 
building, that such an institution ina village like that could exer- 
cise the most important influence upon the character of the popula- 
tion, even if they looked upon it in the light of a place for enter- 
tainment. It was of the last importance that they should learn to 
spend their leisure in such a manner as would help forward both the 
business purposes and the pleasures of the present life. They knew 
it was quite possible to seek entertainment such as demoralised and 
degraded mankind body and soul; and if such an institution as 
that would only induce the young men of that neighbourhood espe- 
cially to seek their pleasure in such a way as would help rather to 
refine their taste and strengthen and purify their morals and elevate 
their intellects, a great point would be gained. That, he hoped, 
would be one of the effects of the opening of that commodious build- 

ing, but he hoped that something more than this—something more 
than the club, which he did not at all undervalue, but regarded as of 
great importance—would come out of the institution, There were, 
perhaps, few in a village like that who thoroughly understood the 
immense amount of satisfaction and pleasure which would be opened 
to them if they chose to avail themselves of the key which was placed 
within their reach. Such a neighbourhood had treasures of know- 
ledge and wisdom which even the busiest working man could avail 
himself of for the purpose both of pleasure and profit, and he trusted 
that such studies would be pursued—some taking one, some another, 
according as their leisure hours would permit—as would lead step 
by step to a higher position, from which a much wider range of vision 
would be obtained, 

Men who have experienced the benefits of systematic improvement 
or education in any shape are they who will ever constitute the most 
tried supporters of organisations like the Newcastle College of 
Physical Science. But there must be co-operation on the part both 
of these classes and those who, having already, it may be, experi- 
enced the benefits of such institutions, are reaping the pecuniary re- 
wards which they bring. Happily such co-operation is being dis- 
played in the Northin a degree which is extremely pleasing. Nor 
is the help which is requisite to make mining engineering all that 
it ought to be to lack the aid of the recognised authorities of the 
nation whom by their profession the mining engineers so greatly 
serve, Mr, BELL, speaking at the Newcastle meeting, with the Dean 
of Durham in the chair, remarked that he believed that the Govern- 
ment of the day were as much alive as the inhabitants of the country 
generally to the importance of offering the means of obtaining a 
proper scientific education to persons who might be destined to con- 
duct the great manufacturing and mining operations of this country. 
He did not know what impression was created in the mind of the 
Chairman when before the Royal Commission, before whom he gave 
some evidence ; but he (Mr. BELL) also had the honour of appear- 
ing before that body during the previous week, and though it would 
be improper to speak as to the precise nature of the opinion enter- 
tained by the gentlemen who composed the committee, yet if he 
could gather anything from the character of the questions which 
were put to them the conclusion was that the Government would 
feel disposed to afford some support to such institutions as the one 
just established in Newcastle. 

The affording of such support is in harmony with the genius of 
the Government as shown in its operations in advancing science and 
art in the country: and the experience of the Home Office in rela- 
tion to the fitness of candidates for mines inspectorship appointments 
is, unfortunately, such as to strengthen their conviction of the im- 
portance of suchaid, This last is well known to certain of the gen-

MINING IN NORTHAMPTONSHIRE, 


Since the commencement of the present year there has been a con- 
siderable increase in the tonnage of ironstone raised in Northamp- 
tonshire ; and as it becomes better knownin other iron-making dis- 
tricts the demand has rapidly improved. Although, with the excep- 
tion of Lincolnshire, it is the most recently-discovered of our iron 
ores, it stands fifth on the list of the 18 counties in England produc- 
ing ironstone, and to all appearances will before long take a more 
prominent position. Indeed, we know for a fact that the estimated 
return of Mr, Hunt of the quantity raised at Wellingborough in 1869 
fell very considerably short of the actual production, and the same 
may be said with regard to other districts as well. Wellingborough, 
however, may now be considered as the great centre not only of the 
pig-iron trade in the county, but of the ironstone as well. Close to 
the station are situate the principal works of the Messrs, Butlin, 
where there are two blast-furnaces, the firm having two others nearer 
to the town. In close proximity to the former several ranges of 
buildings have been recently erected. by the Midland Company as 
storehouses for grain, &c., and also for locomotives, whilst the dis- 
trict has undergone a complete transformation owing to the hundreds 
of men now employed in the raising of the stone. We shall not be 
far off the mark when we say that Butlin and Co. are now raising 
something like 200,000 tons of ore per annum, for whilst they supply 
their own furnaces with all that is required they are sending away 
about 400 wagonloads weekly into Derbyshire and the North, and 
also to the works at Ashton Vale, near Bristol. 

The production of pig-iron in Northamptonshire is now at the rate 
of about 50,000 tons per annum, having nearly doubled since 1867. 
Rolling-mills were commenced about three years ago near to the fur- 
naces at Wellingborough by a well-known Staffordshire firm, but for 
a long time were standing ; recently, however, there has been every 
appearance that they will be completed before long, and be the means 
of consuming no inconsiderable portion of the iron made in the 
locality. The works of Mr, Williamson, who is well known as a 
maker of bridge material, railway sleepers, and general castings, 
have been busy forsome time past. About two miles from Welling- 
borough, on the Midland line, are the furnaces of the Glendon Iron 
Company, who not only raise and send away a large tonnage of ore, 
but also are makers of pig as well. They have now three furnaces 
in blast. The firm will shortly have the great advantage of being 
in a position of supplying coal to their furnaces, having a short time 
since sunk an extensive colliery near to Alfreton, in Derbyshire. 
Near to Market Harborough a new field of ore has been opened out 
by Mr, J. Roseby, on behalf of a small company, on the Neville- 
Holte Mstate, formerly belonging to Mr. Cosmo Charles George 
Neville. The estate taken comprises about 1600 acres, and so far 
back as 1861 was taken by Mr. Roseby, sen., the present manager 
and mineral agent in Lincolnshire for Mr. R. Winn, M.P., and 
some other gentlemen. Their interest was afterwards disposed of 
to Mr. B. Thornton, who laid the foundations for some blast-fur- 
naces, but owing to financial difficulties had to abandon the work. 

From the close proximity of the locality to the Midland coal field 
there is certainly no situation in Northamptonshire where iron could 
be more advantageously produced. Between Kettering and Thrap- 
stone a large tonnage of stone is being raised on the estate of the 
late General Arbuthnot and others, the whole of that district abound- 
ing in ore of an excellent quality. In that part of the county lying 
on the other side of the town of Northampton, and in the direction 
of Weedon and Blisworth, a considerable tonnage of ore is being 
raised, there being a market for it in Staffordshire and South Wales, 
The works at Lower Heyford, where there are three furnaces, have 
been doing very well since taken to by Mr. Plevins, a gentleman 
well-known in connection with the mining interest of Derbyshire. 
In several other parts of Northamptonshire there is considerable ac- 
tivity in the raising of ore, whilst we hear of new works being about 
to beestablished. The question as to whether coal is to be found 
in the county in connection with the ironstone, although rather quiet 
of late, has not been lost sight of, and we were given to understand, 
whilst visiting the district a few days since, that it would before long 
be brought toa practical issue, by which alone could those inter- 
ested be satisfied. 





PULVERISED FUEL, 


The establishment of Messrs, WHELPLEY and STORER, of Boston, 
U.S., has been visited by Lieut. C. E, Dutton, of U.S. Arsenal, Frank- 
fort, in order to examine and report upon their new method of ap- 
plying fuel to metallurgical and other processes. Their method con- 
sists in pulverising the coal to an extreme degree of fineness, and 
then blowing it into the furnace, where it is ignited and burned in 
the blast which carries it. Various patents have been taken out in 
this country for carrying out this very process—viz., in 1831 by 
J. 5. Dawes, in 1846 by Desboissers, in 1854 by Monchel, &c. All, 
however, failed on account of the cost and difficulty of e/fecting the 
necessary degree of pulverisation, Messrs. Whelpley and Storer have, 
in the judgment of Lieut. Dalton, completely overcome this difficulty. 
An ordinary blowing-fan is modified in the following manner, The 
box is about 18 in, diameter, and about the same length. Instead of 
opening at both ends, one end is tight around the journal, and by a 
diaphragm the box is divided into two chambers, so that in reality 
there are two fans on one shaft, their boxes communicating by a 
hole in the diaphragm around the shaft. The fan at the closed end 
of the box is the blowing-fan, the outer fan is the pulveriser. When 
working coal is fed into the open end, is caught by the swiftly-re- 
volving paddles, and partly from being dashed against the iron sur- 
faces, but in all probability still more from collision amongst its own 
particles, becomes in the powerful commotion so finely triturated 
that is issues through the tuyeres as a dense volume of a reddish- 
brown smoke, As far as could be ascertained by miscroscopic mea- 
surement nineteen-twentieths of the particles were found to be less 
than 1-500th of an inch in diameter. Care is taken that there is no 
grinding action; the coals are crushed to about the dimensions of 
coarse gravel before being fed into the fan, and the blades of the fan 
are fully half-an-inch from the sides of the box. To secure thorough

Lieut, 
Dutton reports that, large as this amount of saved fuel may seem 
every theoretical and practical consideration leads him to believe it 
is substantially correct. By the addition of the hot-blast Messrs, 
Whelpley and Storer obtain with the reverberatory furnace tempe 
ratures nearly as high as those obtained by the Siemens. Lieut, 
Dutton saw charged upon the hearth of this furnace 200 Ibs. of pig. 
iron, which was melted in 17 minutes; to these successive charges 
of wrought-iron scrap to the amount of 800 lbs. were added, and the 
whole was tapped off in 2 hours 50 minutes from the time of charg. 
ing the pig-iron, The consumption of fuel was 177 lbs. per hour of 
bituminous coal and anthracite slack in the pulveriser, and 29 lbs, 
of anthracite culm in the fire-place, 








SCOTCH IRON MANUFACTURE, 


Prof. Thurston, U.S., has lately been criticising rather sharply the 
Scotch practice of reducing iron ore, The great wastefulness of fue] 
and the small amount of iron produced as compared with other dis. 
tricts form the groundwork of his remarks. He states the number 
of furnaces in blast to be 127, and the production of the larger fur. 
naces rarely exceeds 200 tons weekly, though the principal ore is the 
Scotch blackband, which contains 60 per cent. of iron after cal. 
cining. The roasting is often effected without much expense for fuel, 
the carbon contained in the ore being sufficient—4 to 10 per cent. ig 
the usual quantity added. The calcined ore is charged into the fur. 
nace with from 20 to 30 per cent. of limestone, making about 2 tong 
of these materials per ton of iron, The proportion of fuel used here 
is, however, extravagant, averaging, as it does, between 45 ewts. and 
50 ewts. per ton of iron, and to this has to be added the amount of 
slack required for steam and heating the blast. But his extremest 
surprise is raised at finding that the countrymen of Neilson either do 
not appreciate the full value of his discovery, or are unable to avail 
themselves of it, the heat from the blast rarely exceeding 700°, and 
its pressure upon the average furnace being about 3 lbs. to the square 
inch, The extreme cheapness of fuel may have had its influence in 
producing the marked difference between the Scotch and Cleveland 
practice, but it is high time that the increasing expense of Scotch 
ores and the competition of other districts should cure anything like 
slovenliness in a manufacture of so much national importance, The 
product of the Scotch furnaces is usually of the well-known dark 
foundry grades, the phosphorus it contains giving it fluidity and easy 
fusibility. The lighter grades by careful puddling are made into 
fair wrought-iron, as the Clyde yards can testify. The immense and 
rapid growth of the manufacture of steel by the pneumatic process 
has caused a corresponding demand for ores of exceptional purity, 
as it is impossible to work this process if the phosphorus attains 1 per 
cent,—hence it is that the Cumberland iron is so much in demand as 
to be beyond the producing power of the furnaces. Those ores are 
almost the only ones turning out iron pure enough for the process, 
If all other districts devote their best skill to the treatment of the 
ores they have to do with even phosphorus may be, perhaps, elimi- 
nated now that it is known to be so detrimental, 








SUB-MARINE TELEGRAPH INVESTMENT, 


Upon the completion of the Atlantic telegraph a rapid succession 
of sub-marine telegraph projects came before the public, Almost 
the whole of these were readily taken up, and are to-day prosperous 
concerns, The French Atlantic was promoted by Baron E. Erlanger 
and Mr, Julius Reuter ; this scheme being befriended by the power- 
ful corporation known as the Telegraph Construction and Mainten- 
ance Company was successfully floated, and stands to-day at 20, The 
services of Sir Samuel Canning were again engaged to lay this fourth 
length of Atlantic telegraph. The subsequent failure of one of the 
sections arose only from some slight imperfections in its submergence, 
and now that it has been re-laid no further mishaps are anticipated, 
Sir James Anderson, who up to this time was enjoying the honor of 
commanding the big ship, rose suddenly to prominence as the pro- 
moter of public telegraph companies, and we find his name to-day 
attached to the direction of almost every sub-marine telegraph com- 
pany. The next sub-marine investment of note is the British Indian 
Telegraph Company. So far back as 1865, Lord John Hay, M.P.,, 
urged the necessity of establishing this line, and no doubt the good 
he did in this respect aided Sir James materially in obtaining his 
capital for the British Telegraph Company. After considerable de- 
bate the route of this line was determined to be the same as that of 
the first Red Sea cable, so convinced were they that this line wasim- 
perfectly laid and made, since completing the line some serious faults 
have taken place, and must always occur so long as the cable is sub- 
ject to the action of the coral reefs and bottom of the Red Sea. How- 
ever there is a repairing vessel always stationed in the vicinity, and 
an accident may beintimerepaired. The Indo-European Telegraph 
Company (Limited), or Siemens’ line, is an overland telegraph, most 
perfect in its equipment and regular in its working, yet this line pass- 
ing through foreign territory must not be regarded as a means of 
political communication between this country and India, The com 
mercial purposes it answers, and has answered admirably well, but 
beyond this we cannot regard it as benefiting the country in any way. 

The Falmouth and Gibraltar Telegraph Company is another line 
to India, promoted by Sir James Anderson and befriended by the 
Telegraph Construction Company. Itis only natural that Sir James 
Anderson should remember his friends, and since he was employed 
by the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company to com- 
mence the Great Eastern, he fortunately attached himself and his 
interests to that company, and this may or may not be some explana- 
tion for the “ cliques” and “wheel within wheels” that are spoken of 
in the City of London with reference to the promotion of certain sub- 
marine telegraph companies, and the assistance granted them by the 
Telegraph Construction and MaintenanceCompany, There wasiittle 
if any favoritism in the patronage Sir James met with from this 
company. His transactions were purely and strictly of a business 
nature. He sought assistance from the Telegraph Construction and 
Maintenance Company, and received it, Had the same ora better term 
been forthcoming from the Telegraph Works of Silvertown, or Mr. 
Henley, at North Woolwich, it is possible the contracts for the manu: 
facture of the cables would not have fallen into the hands of the 
Telegraph Construction Company. This wealthy corporation has 
always kept the monopoly of constructing telegraph cables. The 
India-rubber and Gutta Percha Works had no chance, nor can ever 
have a chance, of compcting with it ; and since the disastrous fire 
which burnt down almost the whole of the fine works at Silvertow®; 
this company it may be said has made room for good business pro 
gress in Mr. Henley’s and Siemens’ works. Notwithstanding the 
immense capital required for the furtherance of sub-marine telegraphY; 
every scheme, as before stated, has met with a hearty response from 
the public, with only one exception, and these of course were not 
pledged to the interest of the Telegraph Construction and Maintem 
ance Company. a

BLAST-FURNACES.—By the invention of Mr, J. HUNTER, Colmer, 
N.B., the upper part of the furnace is provided with pipes through which a hot 
or cold blast is forced to drive off the waste from tho metal and clevate the 
temperature, In order to give greater support to the materials in the upper 
parts of the furnace a traversed arch with openings at the sides to allow the 
materials to descend through it is provided, and it is preferred to make the arms 
or buttresses of the arch hollow, and with perforations at the sides in order to 
enable the blast to be forced through into the very centre of the charge, 


MACHINERY FOR CONCENTRATING ORES,—Mr, W. R. LAKE, of 
Southhampton-bulildings, has obtained a patent, the first part of which relates 
to an improved process for concentrating ore by subjecting the same to the action 
of a rock breaker and crusher, and then separating the reduced ore according to 
the different grades of fineness, and treating the various grades by a dry or wet 
separator, or by a buddle, in such a manner that the ore is concentrated to the 
desired degree of richness with the least possible waste. The second part of 
this invention relates to the construction of a dry ore separator, the action of 
which depends chiefly upon a bellows constructed with a flexible diaphragm ca- 
pable of receiving a rapid vibratory movement in combination with a sleve or 
porous bottom used as an ore bed. With this bellows is combined an air-tight 
bellows chamber, so that no air is allowed to escape except through the ore bed, 
The motion of the bellows is produced by cams mounted on the driving shaft, 
and acting on shoes iu combination with or without springs. ‘The ore is fed to 
the ore bed through hoppers, which can be raised or lowered, and which are 
connected with gauges extending across the ore bed, and controlling the depth 
of the xtratum of ore thereon, Suitable partitions on the top of the ore bed 
prevent the mass of ore spread on said ore bed from becoming uneven. Theore 
discharges through an aperture in the bottom of the ore bed, so that the concen- 
trated ore passes dowa through the bellows. With this bottom delivery is com- 
bined an aperture composed of twe or more channels provided with a gate, so 
that{through the upper channel will be delivered the gangueor tailings, through 
the lowest pure or clean separated ore and through the intermediate channel a 
mixture of ore and tallings. In the compound discharge passage is place a 
roof-shaped partition, to prevent the lower and heavier stratum of ore from being 
broken and mixed with the upper stratum of middlings, The third partof this 
invention relates to a wet ore separator or ** slime machine,” in which fine par- 
ticles of the crushed or reduced ore are treated, the separation of the light and 
heavy parts being effected by meaus of a sluiced endless apron, to which the ore 
is transferred through a mixing tub, aud which hasan intermittent motion im- 
parted to it by a ratchet wheel and pawl. Said sluiced apron ts strengthened 
by cross ribs attached to its under surface, and passes over rollers, having their 
bearings in a frame or shoe hinged at one end, and provided at the oppositeend 
with adjusting screws, so that it can be set at any inclination. The shoe ts 
composed of two parts connected by hinge jJoluts, and provided with adjusting 
screws, 80 that it can besctatanyinclination, Over thestuiced apron is placed 
a water tank, so arranged that the water contalved therein can be continuously 
discharged at sultable Intervals for facilitating the separation of theore, Under 
the apron are placed hammers, operated by cam wheels, and caused to strike 
against said apron for the purpose of shaking up the material. A perforated 
pipe provided with holes serves to throw jets of water against the apron, forthe 
purpose of washing off particles of ore. The bottom of the apparatus ts roof- 
shaped, to prevent the light and heavy parts of the ore from mixing after they 
have been separated. The fourth part of this invention relates to a “ dumping 
buddle,’”’ which is hung on gudgeons in an inclined position, {n such a manner 
that if ore and water be made to pass down over it, the different constituents of 
the ore will arrange themselves thereon according to ther different specific 
gravities, the rich ore remaining at or near the head of the buddle, and the 
middlings towards the bottom ends thereof, while the tailings pass over the 
lowest end of the same, and when the buddle Is filled it can bo readily dumped 
by swinging it round on its gudgeons. Partitions adjustable on the floor serve 
to keep the rich ore separated from the middlings, and the middlings from the 
taillags. With the buddle arecombined a stirring tuband an oscillating feeder, 
which latter receives iu one compartment ore and water from the stirring tab, 
and clean water from a sultablesouree. By using clean water at intervals, puro 
ore Can be produced at the head of the buddle, 


GENERATING STEAM,.—By the invention of Mr, H, HENCHMAN, of 
Bromley, compressed air ts passed through a closed furnace, carrying the whole 
of the hot gases and other results of cymbustion into a second furnace, where 
ucburnt fucl is entirely consumed, and the combusiion is complete, The who'e 
of the hot gasc3 then flow into the boiler, where they deposit any Impuritics, 
and finally pass with the steam into the working cylinders of the engine. Tho 
boilers, furnaces, and their conuections are fitted with sultable valves to regu- 
late the admission of gases Into the bollers and furnaces, and to prevent a re- 
turn flow of water into the furnaces when opened for admission of fuel. 


MANUFACTURE OF IRON AND STEEL,—Mr, T, C, HINDER, Town- 
hope, employs the ordinary crushing and washing processes, or he subjects dry 
crushed ore to agitation. When steel fs to be manufactured he avoids ores- 
which cannot be readily freed from impurities, but when iron is to be manu- 
factured this is unimportant. The prepared ore is subjeeted to the drying, cal- 
cining, and reducing proce:ses, to carbonising when necessary, and finally to 
smelting or blooming and welding. These are conducted ina furnace formed 
of a series of connected chambers. Connected to the reduction and smelting 
chambers are generators, in which combustible heated gases are produced. 
‘These hot reducing gases may be superheated by being passed through a mass 
of reticulated heated brickwork, and is supplied under pressure by fans. They 
pass first into the reducing chamber, next Into the calcining chamber, wherein 
a portion of air is admitted, and lastly into the drying chamber, Fluxes are 
supplied to the ore as found necessary. 


CONCENTRATING SULPHURIC ACID.—Mr, A. F. De HEMPTINNE, 
Brussels, proposes to substitute lead for platinum or gold, which are vow used 
for the construction of the boiler stills, or alewbics, employed in c meentrating 
sulphuricacid, Thesulpuuric acid is concentrated to the strength of 60° Baume, 
in a leaden alembic or boiler, closed all over, the walls of which are about one- 
third of an inch in thickness, In order to enable the alembic to resiet the pres- 
sure of the atmosphere, it is tightly fitted or packed with cubical boxes made of 
earthenware, which wiil not be attacked by the acid, the boxes having their 
sides of about 6 in. square surface, or other suitable dimensions.

PETROLEUM IN AMERICA,—The growth of the American petroleum 
trade is of interest, The first export of this article was in May, 1860, 
when 10,000 gallons were sent to Antwerp, and the total export, which 
was 1,500,000 gallons in 1860, had grown to 99,281,000 gallons in 
1868, and 141,208,155 gallons in 1870. The home consumption of 
petroleum is estimated at one-half the amount exported, which would 
make the aggregate consumption in 1870 about 211,000,000 gallons, 
which, at the average value of 20c. per gallon, would be worth over 
$42,000,000, In December, 1867, the daily average products of the 
Pennsylvania petroleum region was 10,400 gallons, while in Decem- 
ber, 1870, it had increased to 15,214 gallons, a larger daily produc- 
tion than at any time previously. Yet 10 years ago petroleum was 
comparatively unknown to commerce,

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REMARKS,—The transactions of the week do not present much 
which calls for special notice, Our markets have been steady.

103s, with prompt, and Chili bars 
maintain their value —68i, to 691.—and ores also continue to be bought at 14s. per 
unit. At the same time, there is not that active buying which was expected, 
and which some thought would have set in ere this. There is a steady demand 
for ingots for Birmingham, and the nome trade generally is well supported, but 
there is not much doing for export at the moment, Sellers prefer looking on to 
submitting to any concession. 

YELLOW MErALt is in fairdemand. Some of the favourite houses 
obtain as many orders as they can conveniently place at full rates, 
and considerable difficulty has been felt in the matter of speedy de- 
livery; 4 ft. by 4 ft. sheets, 6$d.; sheathing, 7d. 

Iron.—Notwithstanding the enormous increase in the demand 
which has already taken place in almost every variety of iron, and 
more particularly in the descriptions supplied from the North of 
England, there appears to be no abatement whatever in the demand, 
and makers are pushing forward the execution of their contracts as 
fast as they can, in the expectation of taking fresh orders at higher 
prices. Great efforts, too, are being made to crect new blast-furnaces, and in 
every possible way to increase the power of production to meet the continually 
increasing demand. The market for pig iron is very buoyant. Stocks at Mid- 
diesborough are low, the quantities shipped to the Contineut and taken up for 
home requirements being unprecedentedly large, and the demand being exces- 
sive makers have raised their price, and are now asking 49s. for No. 3. Orders 
for manufactured iron for the Indian market are on a larger scale than they 
have been of late, and buyers are disposed to submit to somewhat higher prices 
than they have hithertopaid. The makers of all descriptions of ironwork used 
in shipbuilding are exceptionally busy, and some firms are so full of orders as 
to be compelled to decline the consideration of further contracts sine die.

MINING LEGISLATION. 


The attempt of Mr. Secretary BRUCE to get the Mines Regulation 
Bill passed through the House of Commons in the course of a couple 
if morning sittings, after the many amendments proposed had been 
sared down to mere shavings by means of a large and practical com- 
ittee, as might have been expected, has given satisfaction to neither 
f the parties interested. This was not to be wondered at, seeing 
* much depends on having a measure of such vast importance 

nd conflicting interests thoroughly discussed, and every point bear- 
ng on one side or the other plainly brought out. We were, there- 
~a not at all surprised to find the representatives of the working 
miners calling at the Home Office on Monday last, and informing the 
Moder Secretary that they were neither satisfied with the proposal 
nf his chief or with his committee. Even ‘if they had been, there 
s no reason to believe that whatever decision was come to by the 

ommittee would have had any binding effect, but that the whole 
susiness would have to be gone over again de novo, seeing that what 
as agreed to by a majority, consisting of (say) 20 members, would 
have no effect on the scores—or hundreds, it may be—in the House 
ho have made up their minds to vote for certain clauses and amend- 
ments. Again, there are many members of the Upper House who 
have views of their own with regard to what is necessary as protec- 
ion for the master and the workman, and it is far from probable 
hat they would sacrifice their opinions in favour of those of a small 
sction of the other branch of the Legislature. : 

Writing with the amended Bill before us, as ordered to be printed 
by the House of Commons on May 15, 1871, we find that it contains 
no less than 55 clauses, many of them having five or six sub-clauzes, 

hilst the general regulations contain no less than 15 sections of 
ponsiderable importance. With regard to the first of the regulations 

lone there will be considerable discussion, seeing that it relates to 
he ventilation of mines, and provides that an adequate amount of 
ir should be constantly produced, soasto render harmlessall noxious 

ses to such an extent that the working places, &c., shall “under 
brdinary circumstances” be in a fit state for working in, Itis pro- 
nosed that the three words “ under ordinary circumstances” shall be 
eft out, and no doubt a strong fight will be made about them, seeing 
hat they are looked upon as the key to a very important position. 
Dn the part of the colliery proprietors there are, besides the one to 

hich special attention has been drawn, several other clauses which 
hey will have to fight hard to maintain, whilst they have a consi- 
erable number of amendments of vital interest to propose and sup- 
ort, On behalf of the working miners there are no less than 30 
mendments to be brought forward, all of which are considered to 
enecessaryin any Billofa permanentcharacter, With such a mass 
f matter, of differences, and of opposite views and desires, how any 
ommittee can so shape and reconcile them as to give satisfaction 
p one or both of those interested seems to us an almost impossible 
natter, Should they doso they will, in our opinion, have performed 
feat that has scarcely yet been equalled in the House of Commons. 
Viewing the Bill dispassionately, and the present dead-lock in le- 
islation, we can only reiterate our opinion, that as things now stand, 
he only wise course is to let the former stand over to next session, 
ather than have a hasty ill-digested measure passed that would ren- 
er further legislation necessary. It is essential for the benefit of all 
ersons engaged in mining pursuits that the next Bill passed for the 
egulation of mines should be so far satisfactory as to render any 
hange for some years to come unnecessary. The coal interest has 
png enough suffered from struggles and battles for changes of one 
ort or another, and it is now time that a long season of rest should 
nsue in the interest of the employers as well as the employed. 








INDIAN COAL. 


For sometime the Indian authorities have directed acertainamount 
f attention to the utilisation of the native coal wealth of British 
ndia, The guarantees given by the Indian Government upon the 
eat trunk railway lines of India involve rather a serious burthen 
pon the Indian treasury, and it is obviously quite as important to 
educe, if possible, the working expenses of the Indian railways as 
is to augment their traffic receipts, A trial has accordingly been 
hade this year with Chanda coal from the Mayo Colliery upon the 
beomotives of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company. Up 
D the commencement of May the company had received for experi- 
hents 1063 tons of Mayo pit coal, The coal was delivered to the 
ompany’s officers at the Wurdah station during the months of Ja- 
uary, February, and March, and it was burnt in the locomotives 
uring February and March, It was used chiefly on engines draw- 
bg goods and mixed trains on 108 miles of the railway between 
udnaira and Nagpore. Several sets of fire-bars were tried with 
paces of 2in., 24in., 24 in., and 3in, between the bars, The loco- 
otive foreman at Nagpore(Mr. MILLER), who took great care to give 
he Chanda coal a full and fair trial, considers that fire-bars 2 in.

11°42 per cent. of water. Mr. MILLER, locomotive foreman at Nag- 
pore, expressed doubts at one time whether the Mayo pit coal would 
burn well during the rainy season. A proposal has, therefore, been 
made to transfer to the Great Indian Peninsula a certain quantity 
of the coal which was recently carted to Wurdah, in order that it 
may have a fair trial during the rainy season. 

The question involved is not only one of interest to the English 
coal trade, butit also indirectly concerns the iron trade, as the cheap 
and, by consequence, profitable working of the existing railways of 
India would ensure the prosecution of a considerable number of ex- 
tensions, The serious loss which the guarantee system at present 
involves to the Indian Exchequer is the great stumbling-block in the 
way of the vigorous execution of a number of new Indian railways ; 
and if the use of Chanda or any other Indian coal cau reduce the 
working expenses of the great Indian lines a substantial step will 
have been made towards the creation of the numerous branches and 
feeders which India requires to secure anything like a due utilisa- 
tion of her resources, English coal is very good, no doubt, but its 
transport to India is so dreadfully expensive that the Great Indian 
Peninsula Company has hitherto had to pay 3/. per ton for the coal 
which it has imported before it can get it into the tenders of its en- 
gines, and this is, to some extent, a prohibitory price. The question 
is not of much moment to the English coal trade, as the whole ex- 
ports of English coal to India to June 30 this year only amounted to 
240,019 tons, against 136,735 tons in the corresponding period of 
1870, and 135,154 tons in the corresponding period of 1869, But 
cheap coal would unquestionably be a great boon to the whole 
Indian railway interest. 





COLLIERY ASSURANCE. 


The extensive field existing for the development of the business ot 
colliery assurance was pointed out in a former Journal, and from the 
circumstance that the Colliery Iusurance Company are already tak- 
ing steps for the appointment of agents and inspectors in the several 
colliery districts, it may be assumed that the necessity for such an 
institution is generally admitted. Indeed it must be apparent that 
as the property in British collieries is valued at 160,000,000/., and as 
there are more than 300,000 lives of colliers constantly in jeopardy 
in our coal mines, the premium receivable upon only a very mode- 
rate proportion of the sums represented would be sufficient to ensure 
ample dividends upon the entire capital of the company, for upon 
these items alone, taking the colliery property at only 3s. per 1002, 
per annum, and the colliers at 3s. per annum each, there would be an 
annual income of nearly 300,000/., or sufficient to pay nearly 60 per 
cent, upon the amount of capital to be first issued. Of course it 
would not be fair to assume that every pounds worth of property and 
every collier’s life would be insured, but the margin between 60 per 
cent. and a percentage that would usually be considered a large 
commercial profit is so great that the prospects of the enterprise 
should fully suffice to satisfy capitalists. 

Amongst the advantages which itis claimed the company will offer 
are many which are well worthy of careful consideration, Indem- 
nity against loss by accident wlll, on its recurrence, relieve colliery 
owners from inconvenience, and some from stoppage of works; the 
insurance of individual interests in collieries will enable partners 
and shareholders to protect themselves from loss resulting from ac- 
cident, and the insurance of the colliers’ lives against fatal acci- 
dents in the pit will prove an antidote for a large amount of misery, 
which the public, in answer to charitable appeals, can do little to 
alleviate. As each of these advantages can he secured by a sound 
system of insurance, involving quite an insignificant outlay on the 
part of the assurer, the company which undertakes it should cer- 
tainly obtain support, and as the actuarial department has been 
placed under the control of so competent an authority as Dr. Wm. 
Farr, of Somerset House, there need be no fear of the company at- 
tempting to carry on its operations upon an unsound basis. Dr, 
Farr considers insurance as applicable to collieries as it is to other 
property, and Mr. Robert Hunt, F.R.S., the Keeper of Mining Re- 
cords, remarks that he is convinced that a system of insurance judi- 
ciously organised would be a means of relieving much of the distress 
which ever attends a colliery accident, and that the proprietors of 
coal mines would find it greatly to their interest to avail themselves 
of the advantages offered, as by them the burden of anxiety would 
be removed, and the fear of loss withdrawn. 

To ascertain that no irregularity or uncertainty exists in the oc- 
currence of colliery accidents greater than is every day dealt with 
in connection with fire or life insurance, it is only necessary to ex- 
amine the subjoined statement of the number of separate accidents 
which have occurred in collieries during the past ten years, and of 
the number of deaths resulting therefrom. The columns represent 
1, explosions ; 2, falls of roof and coal and sides of working ; 3, 
shaft accidents ; 4, miscellaneous ascidents underground and at sur- 
face; and at 5, totals respectively :—

The figures in 1862 with regard to miscellaneous accidents were 
increased by the occurrence of the Hartley calamity, whilst the high 
figure for explosions in 1866 is due to the Oaks and T'alke-o'-the- Hill 
accidents having happened in that year. It will be observed, more- 
over, that the number of deaths annually is gradually increasing ; 
this is due to the increased number of hands employed and the in- 
crease get of coal, but as in almost each year a larger quantity of 
coal is raised for each death time certainly would not affect an as-

THE CoAL MINES REGULATION BILL.—The Select Committee on 
the Coal Mines Regulation Bill has been nominated to consist of 40 
members :—Mr. Bruce, Sir G. Grey, Mr. Hussey Vivian, Mr. Pease, 
Mr. A. Brown, Mr, Fothergill, Mr. Roden, Mr. Henderson, Mr, Lan- 
caster, Mr, Carter, Mr. Agar-Ellis, Mr, M’Lagan, Mr. Liddell, Mr.

THE CoAL FIELDS OF NEW SouTH WALES,—A valuable report by 
Mr. WILLIAM KEENE, F.G.S., the Government Examiner of New 
South Wales Coal Fields, has recently been issued, At the-Australian 
Agricultural Company's pit the working shaft is 186 ft. 6 in. deep ; 
the whole seam, which is of similar quality throughout, is worked 
on the bord aud wall system—that is, working spaces are turned off 
4 yards wide, and when 4 yards from the heading are laid out to 
8 yards wide, the legth of pillar varying from 50 to 60 yards; the 
headings are 6 ft. wide. Underground and at surface there are 460 
men and boys employed. The average get of best coal is about 
3000 tons per week, and in the year 35,000 tons of small coal was 
raised, and 230 tons consumed at the works, At the Waratah Com- 
pany’s pit the coal is worked in the same way. About 150 tons of 
best coal is raised daily by 144 men and boys, At Lambton Col- 
liery they are erecting the largest ventilating furnace in the colony ; 
it has 200 ft, area of tire surface. Here the bords are 8 yards wide, 





the pillars varying from 3 to l5 yards, There are 280 men and boys 
employed, and the miners earn on the average 12s, per day each, 


The coal from this pit is found by the English Government officials 
to be equal to good English coal. The daily get is 650 tons of best 
coal. In the New Lambton Colliery the same seam (here 8 ft. lin. 
thick) is worked. There are 353 hands employed, and they are 
raising 550 tons of best coal daily. At the Wallsend Colliery they 
employ 405 hands, and raise 800 tons of best coal daily. The co- 
operative principle has apparently been applied to mining operations 
in New South Wales with success. At the Redhead Tunnel, Bur- 
wood, they are raising 80 tons per day, and several smaller collieries 
are getting from 10 to 30 tons daily. Mr. KEENE states that the 
progress of the railway towards Bathurst has given much activity to 
the opening of the great coal seam in the western district, and when 
completed there will be a considerable demand for the coal, 





EXPORTS OF STEAM-ENGINES,—The value of the steam-engines 
exported from the United Kingdom in June was 209.0512, as com- 
pared with 213,6987. in June, 1870, and 159,1267. in June, 1869; and 
in the six months ending June 30, this year, 939,0252., as compared 
with 1,031,5452, in the corresponding period of 1870, and 804,8972, 
in the corresponding period of 1869, In these latter totals the steam- 
engines exported to Russia figured for 112,2332., 112,4782., and 86,2922, 
respectively ; those sent to Egypt for 137,6741.,, 190,7952., and 53,7542, 
respectively ; and those sent to British India for 114,6032., 71,1332, 
and 167,6977. respectively. The sterm-engines sent to Australia to 
June 30 this year were valued at 45,5752, against 65,9542. and 38,1432, 
respectively ; and those forwarded to Brazil at 27,978Z., against 30,8052, 
and 16,8992. respectively. The exports to othercountries were com- 
paratively unimportant, This branch of British exports would seem 
to be pretty well maintained ; at the same time, it will be seen that 
it exhibits little progress, 





ENGLISH AND AMERICAN MINING ENGINEERS.—The forthcoming 
meeting of the members of the AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF MINING 
ENGINEERS might well be availed of by those of the same profession 
in this country as an opportunity for the interchange of kindly feel« 
ing between the mining engineers of England and America. The 
meeting is to be held on Aug, 15, in the Hall of the Lehigh Univer- 
sity, at Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, U.S., and a number of valuable 
papers will then be read. Mr, Richard P. Rothwell, an energetic 
and prominent member of the Institute, writes that it would give 
them great pleasure to have the English engineers represented at the 
meeting, Several of the profession in the States, himself among 
the number, have the honour of belonging to the North of England 
Institute of Engineers, and they hope to be able to offer attractions 
sufficient to induce some of the English engineers to join the Ameri- 
can Institute, and favour them with the experience of the “ Old 
Country.” A more interesting locality for the meeting could scarcely 
be chosen, for the valley of the Lehigh is remarkable for its iron 
mines and works, zinc mines and zine works, slate quarries, &c., and 
a visit to the beautiful anthracite coal field of the Wyoming Valley 
could likewise be made from Bethlehem in a few hours, The good 
feeling between the English and Americans is constantly increasing, 
and there is probably nothing better calculated to cement the friend- 
ship between the two nations than the free interchange of opinions 
and experiences between their professional and scientific men, 





ROYAL SCHOOL OF MINES,—The following is an extract from the 
“Reports of the United States Commissioners to the Paris Universal 
Exposition, 1867,” vol. vi., p. 164:— Great Britain, although the 
leading mineral-producing country of the world, has been neglectful 
in the matter of providing schools for the instruction of its miners 
in the principles of the art, As early as 1839 the distinguished Sir Henry de la 
Beche, then secretary of the Geological Society, and afterwards Director-Gene- 
ral of the Geological Survey of the United Kingdom, opened a course of lectures 
on the science and art of mining, which at last, in 1851, became the Government 
School of Mines, of which the selentific men of the kingdom are now justly 
proud, Being associated in the same building with the Museum of Practical 
Geology, the Mining Reeord Office, and offices of the Director-General of the 
Survey of the Kingdom, it possesses extraordinary advantages for giving theo- 
retical instruction. The corps of instructors includes able lecturers on geology, 
mineralogy, chemistry, palmontology, physics, mechantes, natural history, 
mining, and metallurgy, topographical and mechanical drawing, Besides the 
lectures there are frequent examinations, as well as regular practice by such 
students as intend to devote themselves to the profession in the chemical and 
metallurgic laboratories, Manyof the lec: urers are leading men in their respec. 
tive departments, and not a few of the pupils who have gone from this school 
into practical service have won for it and themselves much credit by success,

Makers of Malleable Iron have now all resumed work, so far as 
workmen are available, the orders on hand embracing bars, hoops, 
plates, angles, and galvanised iron, for shipping and home purposes, 
The full list price is now the booking price, subject to the usual dis- 
count, and it is believed that we are on the eve of an advance all 
round, to indemnify manufacturers for the high price of the raw iron. 
Cast goods are in better demand, and heavy castings for machinery 
are engaging a large number of hands. Engineers and fitters are 
still wanted to get through with their branch of work. Makers of 
pipes and railway chairs are open for further engagements, The 
Blochairn proprietors have forestalled their puddlers, by intimating 
this week that next pay-day they will receive an advance of 4d. per 
ton on puddled bars, to be continued till further notice. This ad- 
vance was unsought, but it was under consideration, and the Messrs, 
Hannay have thus anticipated their workers by spontaneously giving 
an increase which they were about to be asked to grant, We expect 
that the other works will follow their example, the price of Finished 
Iron justifying this increase, especially when applications are being 
made here for puddlers and underhands for England. 

At a meeting of our Chamber of Commerce yesterday, a conversa- 
tion took place on the Chain Cables and Anchors Bill, in consequence 
of the alteration which it made in respect to the company presently 
empowerd to perform the duty of testing at this port. The Bill 
ignored that company altogether, and trausferred the testing to the 
Clyde Navigatiou Trust, which had not sufficient apparatus; while 
the existing company had expended about 6000/. in order that they 
might do the work efficiently. The Board of ‘'rade had licensed the 
existing company, and the Chamber agreed to consider the matter, 
and, if necessary, take action, 

For Coals the market is firmer, a few English orders finding their 
way into this market, but there is no advance. The shipments of 
the week are again large, being 43,933 tons, against 33,013 tons in 
the corresponding week of last year. This makes the total ship- 
ments for the four weeks in July amount to 178,251 tons, against 
141,655 tons in the same weeks of July last year, being an increase 
this year of 36,600 tons. ‘The Lanarkshire colliers are working very 
quietly and contentedly their full week, and are beginning to see they 
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can make more by pursuing this course than by strikes. In the John- 
stone district, the miners at Dixon’s pits have got an advance of 6d. 
a day; and those at Dunlop’s have applied for a like increase. 

The miners at Muiredge Colliery, Wemyss, Fifeshire, are out on 
strike, A number of labourers are working at the coal seam, and by them a 
few tons of coal are put out daily, The masters seem determined not to agree 
1o the proposals of the miners for an advance on their wages, and the miners 
seem equally bent on attaining their object. 

IMPORTANT DECISION UNDER THE MINES INSPECTION ACTS.— 
Sheriff Logie, Airdrie, has Just pronounced an interlocutor on a point of much 
importance as to prosecutions under the above Acts. A complaint was made, 
at the instance of the Procurator-Fiseal, agsinst Mr. James Ramsay, for a con- 
travention of the provisions of the Acts, and a motion was in the course of the 
case made by the agent of the aceused to have him examined as a witness on 
bis own behalf. The Sheriff, in his interlocutor, refuses this application, on 
the ground that, the action being of a criminal nature, such a course Was 
incompetent. 4 

The Caledonian Railway Company, in the course of purchasing the 
wagons belonging to the coalmasters along their line, have also purchased the

REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


July 27.—Accounts from most parts of the district respecting the 
state of the iron trade continue fairly satisfactory, There is no great 
show of activity in the market, but makers are booking orders re- 
gularly, and they are enabled to keep their hands in nearly full em- 
ploy. American purchasers are still active, large orders for steel and 
iron rails, with accessories, are placed from time to time, while 
British America and Australia are also regular and important cus- 
tomers. There is every indication, in fact, that through this the 
third quarter of the year a steady trade will be done in most direc- 
tions, with the exception of Russia, much disappointment being ex- 
perienced in regard to the requirements of that country, The lead- 
ing southern continental markets are making substantial purchases 
in steel and iron rails and other railway materials, and prospects 
indicate further improvement. Merchant bars and plates are in 
pretty good request for foreign purposes. The aggregate clearances 
of finished iron from the local ports are not very large at present, 
owing to the very heavy exports of last month, which entirely cleared 
the market of all stocks. There is a brisk home business doing in 
all branches, Bars, however, show some slight slackening, but quo- 
tations are fimly maintained, Pig makers are still increasing their 
powers of production to meet the very large demand, Prices show 
further improvement, 

The negotiations for the sale of the Nant-y-Glo and Beaufort 
Works are completed, and the prospeetus of the company started to acquire the 
property together with the Blaina Works, which adjoin, has been issued. A 
mortgage of 200.0001, at 5 per cent. will remain upon the property, 509,0001, is 
proposed to be raised tn 8 per cent. preference shares, and the ordinary shares, 
amounting to 250,000/,, have been accepted by the vendors, 

Tin-plate makers are doing a brisker business than for many years 
past. Their works are tested to the utmost to meet the demand, and buyers are 
beginning to complain seriously of the delay tn deliveries, while some are quite 
unable to place thelrorders. There ts no difficulty experienced in obtatning the 
advanced rates, and probably, if the demand continues to increase, there wlil 
be a further rise made in quotations. 

There is, perhaps, a little more doing in the Steam Coal Trade, 
owing chictly to the more regular working of some of the pits, and the increased 
efforts made by the ironmasters who have steam collieries to meet the demand, 
Consequently the quantities sent to the local ports for shipment show some 
increase, For House Coals there is an average enquiry. 

The Morfa Colliery will, it is understood, be re-started in a short 
time. Operations have been suspended ever since the fatal explosion occurred 
there some months ago, The resumption of work will be regarded with satis- 
faction by many persons in the locality. 

In regard to the colliers’ strike-in the Rhondda and Aberdare val- 
leys a crisis is evidently approaching, To all appearance the men 
are taking no measures towards an arrangement, orto convince the 
coalmasters of the justice of their demands, They seem to think 
that the masters will come to them in due course, and request them 
to return to their employment at the advance of 5 per cent. demanded, There 
is, however, but too much reason to fear that their expectations will be sadly 
unrealised, and that they will find, when too late, that the delusive promises of 
Union delegates and other Interested agitators will only serve in the end to bring 
upon them still greater poverty and misery than they have experienced for the 
last four or five weeks, It was hinted in last week’s report that the masters in- 
tended to Introduce fresh hands Into the district. The menappearto treat the 
idea with contempt, and they boldly assert that the influence of the Union ts so 
general all over the country that no considerable number of hands can be found 
in any partof England and Wales to come to the pits, and by their presence 
there tnterfere with the prospects, rights, and privileges of their fellow. workmen, 
When, however, intimation was given that the houses occupied by the turn-outs 
would be required within a week a rather different opinion begun to prevail, 
and the belief is now gaining ground, even among the colllers, that they will 
soou be supplanted by fresh hands from Cornwall, Devon, Stafford, and other 
counties. In fact, the difficulty appears not to be that of obtaining fresh hands, 
but rather how to recommodate them with dwellings on thei¢c arrival, Themen 
will, of course, for a time be palda fixed scale of wages, until they become toler- 
ably well acquainted with coal-cutting, and then they will receive a proper 
scale of payment per ton current in the nelghbourhood, The masters, itis quite 
clear, are determined not to grant the advance, and, unless the old hands re- 
turn to work upon the masters’ conditions, nothing remains for them te do but 
to seek employment in other localities. Many belleve that once 2000 or 3000 new. 
hands are actually brought into the district the strike wiil gradually break up, 
and a large number of the turn-outs will only be too glad to resume work dl- 
rectly they are freed from the trammets of the Union.

THE MANUFACTURE OF STEEL,—It has long been felt that steel, 
either by the Bessemer, the Siemens, or some other patent, would run a hard 
race with the best description of iron, and it has been apparent that with the 
progress of science steel to au immense extent would be manufactured in some 
part of England or Wales. Steel rails have been tried in several parts of the 
United Kingdom, and the heaviest traffic bas proved their vast superiority over 
iron, but as yet the steel trade is but in its infancy, the general use of steel being 
practically almost prohibitory, in consequence of the limited means of manu- 
facture. ‘The steelworks at Landore, near Swansea (Siemens’ patent) are now 
capable of turning out about 800 tons of steel rails per week, and give employ 
to considerably over 50) hands; but these works will be comparatively insig- 
nificant to the new works Just commenced by the same company, aud in the same 
lueality. A wealthy proprictary, comprising Mr. L. L. Dillwyn, M.P., Mr. 


Rock Copperworks, Swansea, is about to he resuscitated for the new trade, 
which, doubtless, will soon become a staple product of the district. Large 
quantities of these ores have for some time past been imported from the Cali- 
fornian and Sale Lake districts, which have been chiefly treated at Llanelly, 
and, somewhat strange to say, in Ireland. Messrs. Vivian, however, has now 
proved the superiority of Swansea for their treatment, and hence the opening 
of the White Rock Works. The process of treating these ores will be the same 
as that which has been pursued in Germany for some time pist with consider- 
able success, and as the entire management of the new works at Swansea will 
be entrusted to Mr. George B. Herrmann, there can be little doubt that under 
his skilfal and sclentific treatment the same success will be extended to Swan- 
sca. The new trade will give employment to a large number of hands, and is 
another indication or the revival of the metal trades of the kingdom generally. 


SouTH WALES Mera MARKET.—The market at Swansea on Sa- 
turday was well attended. Forge and foundry pig-iron was in better request, 
and some contracts for Seend for forward delivery were reported, at full prices, 
Hematites were in demand, and the prices asked for Shropshire and otber brands 
were higher than last week. There was also a good enquiry for tin-plate bars. 
Refined tin was sold at 140l., being the highest price it has reached since May, 
1869. Tin-plates were wanted, but the very high price asked by masters—?4s. 6d. 
and 25s, per cwt.—prevented business beyond a small parcel of washers, at 223. 6d. 
Mr. F. D. Plum (Bristol) had a large quantity of Cornish ore on sale, of the fol- 
lowing analysis :—Peroxide of iron, 64°30; oxide of manganese, *80 ; lime—sul- 
phur, none; phosphoric acid, mere traces ; silicate of alumina, 23°20 : total, 99°71 
Cornish and Devonshire iron ores are receiving much attention, and the impor- 
tations of them into South Wales are rapidly increasing. 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


July 27.—Coal is in steady demand for manufacturing purposes, 
and there is a fair business doing in household fuel, at prices which 
must be pronounced satisfactory forthe season. The ironstone mines 
are in most active operation, and in many cases proprietors have en- 
tered into contracts which will absorb their yield during the remainder 
of the quarter. A large proportion of the iron ores of this district 
are being sent into the southern part of the county. The demand 
for Pig-Iron is active, and it seems by no means improbable that 
higher quotations will be established when the existing contracts are 
worked off. In Finished Iron there is no new business to report this 
week, but it is satisfactory to note that the mills and forges are, al- 
most without exception, in regular operation. The failure has been 
announced this week of Messrs. Tompkinson and Billington, china 
manufacturers, Longton, with 4000/. liabilities, 

In South Staffordshire there is considerable activity in mining ope- 
rations, particularly in the Thick coal measures around Dudley and 
West Bromwich, and the more recently developed field of Cannock 
Chase. Quotations are firm for the season. Forge coal, of which 
there is a comparative scarcity in the market, ranges from 8s, 6d. to 
10s. 6d. per ton, according to quality; lumps, 8s.; gas coal, 7s, 9d. 
to 8s, 6d.; and households, lls, to 14s. We hear of several addi- 
tional collieries which will shortly re-commence working, after having 
been “water-logged” for some time past. The pumping apparatus 
which is being laid down for the drainage of these mines presents a 
decided improvement on the description of plant formerly employed 
for this purpose, [ronstones are in very buoyant request, and prices 
have a firmer tendency. Native ores are specially sought for, but the 
supply is not nearly equal to the demand. 

The Iron Trade of the district continues to display increasing ani- 
mation, both in the pig and finished departments, and prices are 
firmer, though without change. Some of the pig makers complain 
that the improvement in quotations which they were able to estabiish 
on quarter-day is not proportionate to the increased value of hema- 
tite and other classes of ore. As most of the pig makers have entered 
into contracts which will occupy them during the greater part, if 
not the whole, of the quarter, the transactions now being effected are compa- 
ratively unimportant. In the finished iron branch business, although not so 
buoyant as in the department just noticed, is, on the whole, more satisfactory 
than we have been able to report for sometime past. Gas strip, nail-rods, cable 
bars, angles, boiler-plates, small rounds and squares, are among the descriptions 
in prominent demand. ‘The colouial enquiries for galvanised sheets are improv- 
ing. On’Change at Wolverhampton, yesterday, reference was made to the re- 
cently reported rictous proceedings at the Lanesfield Works, Bilston, and also 
at the mill and forge, until the other day carried on by Mr, Onions, at Brettell- 
lane. It will be remembered that in the first-named case a forcible seizure of 
property by certain creditors followed the suspension of Mr. Ds Simencourt, and 
a most discreditable scene ensued. In the second case Mr. Onions was forcibly 
ejected from the works in his occupation by the proprietor, Mr. B. Wood, 
amidst a scene of tumult almost unexampled in the history of the trade. Mr. 
Wood secks to justify the steps he took to secure the ejection of his tenant and 
the seizure of his stock and plant on the ground that Mr. Onions had broken the 
agreement existing between them. This, however, Mr. Onions denies, and the 
whole matter, like the preceding one, will probably be investigated before some 
legal tribunal, the Court of Chancery having already been appealed to for pro- 
tection by the evicted tenant. Both cases were spoken of on ’Change yesterday 
with surprise and regret. We learn that Mr. De Simencourt’s liabilities exceed 
12,0001., but nothing definite is known as to the probable assets. We alluded 
briefly in our last report to the improved condition of the engineering trade of 
the district. This week, thanks to the courtesy of a leading firm, we are able to 
supply a few additional facts, This trade is, on the whole, better for quantity 
and for demand than it has been for 12 months, the chief exception being iron 
rails, The latter trade appears to have left the district out entirely this season. 
As regards other branches of engineering produce, it is difficult, notwithstand- 
ing the increased demand, to obtain higher prices for the simpler forms of tron- 
work not involving much sclentific labour, such as bridge-work, railway plant, 
wheels, and axles, Any attempt to raise quotations drives the orders inte other 
districts, and, consequently, the present abundance of work is benefiting the men 
rather than the masters, There is a very good demand for Bessemer stcel, but 
owing to the enormous rise in the price of pigs of a quality suitabie for conver- 
sion by the Bessemer process, without a corresponding advanee, although there 
has been some, in the price of steel, the profits arising from this branch of the 
trade are becoming very lean, The demand for miscellancous hardwares Is, on 
the whole, steadicr this week. x 

At the Wolverhampton Railway Rolling Stock Company meeting, 
on ‘Tuesday, Mr. Perks, the Chairman, said that during the past half-year they 
had had an average of 25,0001, in the bank, bringing them interest at something 
like 244 per cent., but now that sum and all their income up to November next 
was absorbed, and next half-year the company would receive revenue on the 
whole amount. The company had not made a bad debt for six or seven years, 
and he hoped there was no prospect of thelr making one. The profits for the 
half-year had been 62331.: and dividends were declared on ordinary shares at 
12 per cent. per annum; on redeemable preference at 6 percent, per annum ; and 
on irredeemable preference at 6 per cent. per annum : 86 wagous have been pur- 
chased during the half-year, and 166 have been sold, leaving 4051 in the posses- 
sion of the company. ‘The directors trust that with the revival of the general 
business of the country the demand for wagons will increase, and enable them 
to employ the capital as profitably as usual, 














REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


July 27.—Considering that we have entered on the second half of 
the year, the Coal Trade throughout Derbyshire is really good for 
the season, and the tonnage going to London has never been any- 
thing like during the last three or four months, This state of things, 
to some extent, may be due to the battle with the Great Northern 
Company, but as that has now been ended nearly two months, the 
present prosperity cannot be due to that circumstance. There can be no doubt 
but the Midland Railway Company, in freeing itself from all connection or agree- 
ment with the Great Northern, so far as regards the rate to London, has acted 
most wisely. It can now fix its own rate, and having the great advantage of 
its legitimate coal field being nearer to London than almost any other of im- 
portance, it will always be In a position to take the lead in supplying the wetro- 
polis, Another important fact must not be lost sightof. Iu no mining district 
in the kingdom are the minerals being developed to anything like the same ex- 
tent as they are in Derbyshire; and as the extra production, or a very large 
proportion of it, will have to go southwards, it is evident that the Midland will 
be able to distance all competitors in the metropolitan markets, the consump- 
tion of coal in which now exceeds 6,000,000 tons annually. Whether the com- 
pany we have alluded to would not find it advantageous to provide wagon ac- 
commodation for coalowners is, perhaps, worthy of consideration. Wedo know 
that the Great Northern owns a very large number of coal wagons, and charge 
for them sufficient to more than recoup them for the outlay. In increasing the 
mineral trattic on the line, the providing of wagons, we think, whilst giving in- 
creased facilities to coalowners, e-pecially those now engaged in opening out 
mines, could not tend otherwise than to the advantage of the company.
